In the response filed 2/13/08, Applicant argues in substance that Lambert does not teach providing medication administration 
comments for compliance rules when it is determined that a corresponding condition for that compliance rule has been satisfied. 
In response to Applicant's arguments, it is respectfully submitted that Lambert teaches a system that includes a plurality of 
conditions (i.e. drug attributes) for a plurality of drugs (see column 3, lines 57-65). In addition, Lamber teaches that each drug 
includes a particular comment (i.e. quantitative measure of confusion) for a given triggered condition (i.e. similarity in drug 
attribute). Furthermore, since Enqelson teaches providing an alert based on the presents of a condition, it is respectfully 
submitted that the combined teachings of Engelson and Lamber teaches these limitations as recited.
